punishment 
should be inflicted on the absentees, 
but a good deal can be excused to 
high spirits, while it should not be 
held that a mere frolicsome escapade 
like this should forfeit a prisoner’s 
legal right to food and shelter. There 
I* a time to dance, but one cannot be 
dancing all the time. The jailer should 
not allow personal pique to interfere 
with grave constitutional privileges. 


A decision of no little 
importance 
has been rendered by 
the 
Supreme 
Court of the United States in refer­ 
ence to the power of states to tax fo r­ 
eign corporations doing business with­ 
in their limits. The decision was ren­ 
dered in a case instituted against the 
comptroller of the state of New York 
to vacate an assessment made on the 
capital of a large western drug house 
having a branch in New York city. The 
validity of the New York law was sus­ 
tained by the Supreme Court in af­ 
firmance of the decision rendered be­ 
low. Judge Shiras, who announced the 
decision of the court, said that the law 
was settled that a state might impose 
such conditions for permitting a for­ 
eign corporation to do business within 
its limits as it might deem expedient, 
and that it might make the grant de­ 
pendent upon the payment of a spe­ 
cific license tax or a sum proportioned 
to the use of its capital used within 
the state, and that this did not consti­ 
tute a discrimination against the prod­ 
ucts^, of other states.

— The niuth 
and first successful attempt at train- 
robbery on the line of the Kansas City, 
Fort Scott & Memphis route occurred 
last night 
at 8:55 near 
Macomb, a 
small station five miles east of here. 
Macomb being a flag station, one of 
the robbers got aboard the west bound 
train at Norwood, the first station east 
of Macomb, paying Ills fare to Ma­ 
comb and compelling the train to stop 
there. 
It was immediately boarded by 
five or six masked men, who, covering 
nil meinl>ers of the train crew with 
Winchesters and revolvers, compelled 
the engineer and fireman to cut loose 
from the remainder of the train.

T he observations subm itted are 
t eceesarlly brief and lacking In detail, but 
they express In a general w ay the views 
of th e executive as required by th e con­ 
stitution. 
T h e state, which under o u r institutions 
s th e people in their organic capacity, 
d escribes the conditions upon which Hie 
Individual shall take, hold and enjoy pri­ 
vate property. 
One of these conditions 
s th a t th e s ta te m ay ap p ro p riate from 
tim e to time, a s required by tho public 
w elfare, p a rt of such property for the 
nubile good.

escape. Beside* tho inherent injustice of 
♦this, th e s ta te can ill afford to have those 
already b attlin g for a n Independent exist­ 
e n t - loaded 
w ith

w hich w ill sooner or later tra n s fe r m any 
of them into th e dependent classes. T h a t 
this condition of affairs exists, th e m ost 
•cursory investigation of the subject will 
[shown It is no more ju st or candid to

(than it is to cry dem agogy whenever th e 
su b ject is bro u g h t up. It Is in my ju d g ­ 
m ent a condition n suiting from the new

ch an g es which have ta k e n place in this 
c e n tu m . It is not a subject for a decla­ 
m a tio n or invective, b u t for patriotic, 
speedy solution, now and here, and as 
rapidly as th e forms of our institutions 
p erm it. 
In the early days of the republic, when 
th e principles were form ulated which still 
control our methods of taxation, visible 
pro p erty constituted th e property of the 
com m unity. W e a k ! m eant houses, lands, 
im plem ents 
and 
cattle. 
Franchises! 
bends, stocks and securities w ere p ra c­ 
tically unknow n. To-day they constitute 
according to conservative estim ates p-r- 
h ap s HO p e r cent cf personalty wealth. 
T hey a re owned br th e w ealthy. As a 
yule, th ey escape taxation, not because 
th ey are th e property of the rich, but 
because th e assessor cannot get his eyes 
on them . T h e procucer,

hand, ca n n o t conred his stock, or the 
im plem ents of his rrade, and they are 
taxed. T h e patriotic desire to volunteer 
trib u te to the sta te ii probably no g re a t­ 
e r in the one th a n in the other.

eld. Ju dging by com parison and by d a ta 
from o ther states, It is safe ito assum e 
th a t tho value of the personal property 
in this sta te is nearly as great as th a t of 
the realty. As retu rn ed for taxation, the 
figures a re in rout d num bers: real prop­ 
erty. $500,000>l>00; personalty. $100,000,000, 
To got at the rem aining personal prop 
erty, or to VU bs tit lite some o th e r method 
of obtaining revs nae m ore Just and effi­ 
cient th a n the prest ut antiquated system 
of taxing personalty, is the problem. To 
solve this. I believe with my predecessor 
th a t a com mission should be appointed.

By w i s e and well considered leg­ 
islation on this subject, you can obtain

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/ Tho following: Is Gov. Lind's message: 
Gentlemen of the Senate and House of 
Representatives: 
Among the Important 
duties which you have been commissioned 
by the people of this state to discharge, 
and one that cannot be delegated or de­ 
ferred, is to provide the necessary monies 
if or defraying the expenses of govern- 
tiient, and for the support of our schools 
and state Institutions. 
Pursuant to law, 
the state auditor has submitted his esti­ 
mate of revenue receipts for the ensuing 
biennial period, based on a tax levy of 
jone and one-half mills. This rate, accord­ 
ing to the estimate, will produce $2,50!),OOO 
sn the first year, and leave a surplus of 
*279,000 over and above estimated dis­ 
bursements; in the second year, $2,055,000 
(with a surplus of $110,000. The estimated 
surplus for the two years, aggregating 
j$v89,000, limits your appropriations for 
mew buildings and other original expendi­ 
tures to a sum within those figures. 
(While it is conceded) that this estimated 
surplus is not excessive In view of the 
argent necessity for increased facilities in 
iscme of our institutions, I venture the 
(prediction that the rate suggested will 
produce a much larger amount than esti­ 
mated under a stricter administration of 
tour tax laws governing the return and as­ 
sessment of personalty. A reform in that 
regard, even though you should not see 
It to change existing law, is imperatively 
lecessary. 
Besides, there is an extensive 
lomain for a legitimate and material in- 
2rease in the revenues of the state in a 
lanner w!hich will not impose any new 
jurdens on our people, or on industry, as 
rill be suggested farther on. If you avail 
rourselves of these sources, I feel confi- 
lcnt that you can safely reduce the levy 
>y 3-10 of a mill, and the state still realize 
In excess of the estimate. The taxpayers 
ire entitled to a reduction in view of the 
growth of the state in population and 
roalth, and I earnestly recommend that 
It be made. 
This recommendation is not 
{made In a spirit of indifference to the de­ 
mean da of that liberal progressive policy 
{which la characteristic of our people in 
{their views concerning public expendi­ 
tures, but because it is earnestly believed 
that the adoption of the measures for 
additional revenues, and of reform in the 
administration of our state institutions, J 
herein recommended, will result In in 
creased revenues on the one hand, and a j 
reduction of expenses on the other, and 
by that means leave a larger sum availa­ 
ble for new undertakings than would re­ 
sult under the practices now in vogue. 
T a x a tio n . 
Tho subject of luxation is one so vital 
{to tho state, so important to the people 
{that it always merits the most earnest 


eld. Judging fcy comparison and by data 
from other states, It ie safe 'to assume 
that, the value of the personal property 
in this state Is nearly as great as that of 
the realty. As returned for taxation, the 
figures are in round numbers: real prop­ 
erty, 5500,000,000; personalty, $100,000,000. 
To get at the remaining personal prop­ 
erty, or to substitute some other method 
of obtaining revenue more just and cfh- 
cHm than the present antiquated system 
of taxing personalty, Is the problem. To 
solve this, I believe with my pndecessor 
that a commission should be appointed. 
If action were taken by you In that be­ 
half at once, a report might be obtained 
In time for consideration at this session. 
Corporate Taxation. 
Akin to the question discussed, but sep­ 
arate and distinct from it, and not in 
ary wise dependent upon its disposition is 
the subject of licensing and taxing corpo­ 
rations. By wi-e and well considered leg­ 
islation on this subject, you can obtain 
an amount of revenue that will more 
than make up for the proposed reduction 
in the tax levy and which will,with other 
corporation taxes, In the course of time 
increase the permanent revenues of the 
state to such an extent that a direct tax 
for the revenue fund can be dispensed 
with. Our law now requires the payment 
of a minimum Incorporation fee of $50 
to obtain a corporate charter, and in ad­ 
dition. one-tenth of I per cent on the 
capitalization in excess of $50,000. This 
provision is bringing large sums of money 
in to the treasury annually. It can and 
should be extended to foreign corpora­ 
tions doing business in this state. This 
would only be a measure of justice to 
ourselves and to our own business in­ 
terests. The license lee should be uni­ 
form with that imposed on our domestic 
corporations and may then be collected 
en the. entire capital stock of the foreign 
corporation, or on that portion of the 
capital engaged in business in this state, 
as Is the law in 
New 
York. 
Either 
course is valid, and has been sanctioned 
by the courts of last resort, both state 
and federal. Much of the time of our 
courts, especially in the rural districts, 
is occupied by litigation brought by for­ 
eign corporations, who in the past have 
contributed nothing to the expense of 
government. This license fee, like that 
collected upon the issuance of a domestic 
charter, would be payable only once. 
In addition to this, many of our sister 
states levy and collect an annual fran­ 
chise tax upon corporations. 
Domestic 
corporations and foreign corporations do­ 
ing business in the state ore alike subject 
to it with such exceptions as«J.he legis­ 
latures have chosen to make. This, it 
seems to me, is one of the most available 
as well as legitimate sources that you 
can turn to for revenue without burden­ 
ing the individual citizen. The tax, in 
itself, Is a jus^ one, both on economic 
grcunds and from the standpoint of public 
policy. 
It is one of the easiest taxes to collect; 
practically self-enforcing. If a domestic 
corporation refuses to pay, such refusal 
can be made cause of the forfeiture of 
the charter. In case of the foreign cor­ 
porations, they can be denied the process 
of our courts. This is the law in New 
York. W hat has been said with reference 
to domestic corporations 
applies with 
greater force to the 
numerous foreign 
corporations doing a large and lucrative 
business in this state; such as the various 
machine companies, the loan companies, 
the various trusts, and mining companies 
in fho northern part of the state. It is 
necessary 
that 
all 
corporations 
I should be subjected to the tax. Those in 
regard to which the state has adouted a 
special method of taxation should be ex 
cepted. 
New York also excepts manu­ 
facturing companies which carry on the 
business of manufacture wholly within 
the state. But these are matters of de­ 
tail to which it is not deemed necessary 
to further call your attention.

time to time, as required by the public 
welfare, part of such property for the 
nubile good. 
Taxation is such appropria- 
ion by the state of the property of the 
individual. 
It is only justified when ex­ 
ercised for public purposes, and in pur­ 
suance of express law. 
The question in 
behalf of what objects state taxation 
should be imposed presents few difficul­ 
ties. As to our public schools, the admin­ 
istration of Justice and of public affairs, 
our dependent and reformatory institu­ 
tions, public buildings and highways, and 
many other public objects, we feel in­ 
stinctively that they are m atters of public 
concern, and that reasonable appropria­ 
tions for those purposes ar© for the public 
Stood. 
But your duty and mine is only 
half performed when we have selected 
[•roper objects for the state’s care. 
It is 
equally important that the money re­ 
quired for these purposes shall be levied 
and taken from such sources that its col­ 
lection, In itself, will not be a detriment 
and menace to the public welfare. 
A 
good end does not justify questionable 
means. 
In our generous public-spirited 
haste to provide for the many meritorious 
objects of the public care, we have been 
so intent on the end that we have over- J 
^Wisconsin 
looked the means. The truth of the mat- ! * * 
wisconsin 
ter is that our stat© is to-day exacting 
taxes on the little stock, tools. Imple­ 
ments—the mean* of subsistence—of num­ 
bers of our citizens who are struggling to 
(support themselves and their families, 
While thousands who possess great wealth 
{escape. Besides the inherent injustice of 
{this, the stat© can ill afford to have those 
(already battling for an Independent exist­ 
ence loaded 
with 
additional 
burdens 
which will sooner or later transfer many 
of them Into th® dependent classes. That 
this condition of affairs exists, the most 
•cursory investigation of th# subject will 
{show. It is no more Just or candid to 
charge 'this to the depravity 
of 
th® 
wealthier members of 
the 
community 
(than it Is to cry demagogy whenever the 
subject Is brought up. It Is in my Judg­ 
ment a condition resulting from the new 


on gross earnings computed solely on lo­ 
cal 
business—“originating 
and 
ending 
within ‘he state’’—is grossly inadequate. 
Most of the railroad companies pay 3 per 
cont of their gross earnings including tho 
Interstate as well as the local. The earn­ 
ing capacity and rate of profit on the 
actual capital invested In the monopolies 
referred to are certainly greater than in 
railroading, and there Is no good reason 
why the state should not collect a fair 
proportion of 
its 
revenues from 
that 
source. It is not alone the rate of taxa 
tlon imposed upon these monopolies (I 
use the term monopoly In Its economic 
eense) that need* revision. It Is the basis 
for computing it which is wrong. Situ 
ated as is our state on the highway of 
commerce (between two oceans, with our 
large centers of population near the stat® 
lines, it is but a small pro-portion of our 
business that fs strictly local, that is to 
say, 
business 
originating 
and 
ending 
within the boundaries of th® state. Un 
der these circumstances, the business don® 
wholly within the state is manifestly no 
criterion by which you can Judge either 
of the actual Intrinsic value of the prop 
erly subjected to taxation, or the actuiti 
amount of revenue derived from its use, 
both of Which items 
are 
factors In 
making a proper estimate of its value and 
of the revenue which should be exacted 
by the state. Besides, this basis for conv* 
puling taxation is necessarily capable of 
gross abuses.

To impose a percentage tax, or any tax 
levied directly on the gross earnings, state 
and interstate, of these monopolies, would 
b® hold a violation of the federal con­ 
stitution. 
Tho tax, whether it be a 3 per 
cent or a greater rate, should be comput­ 
ed on a valuation of the corporation’® 
forms that wealth has assumed under I property employed in its business in this 
•tho remarkable progress and the economic 
changes which have taken place in this 
century. It is not a subject for a decla­ 
mation or invective, but for patriotic, 
speedy solution, now and here, and as 
rapidly as the forms of our institutions 
permit.

In the basis for computing these taxes to 
that prescribed In the chapter referred to, 
and which I earnestly recommend, would 
increase the revenues of tile slate from 
this source alone not Jess than $75,000 
over the auditor’s estimate. 
Railroad Taxes. 
Another branch of taxation that de­ 
mands your earnest attention and well 
considered action is that of the franchisee 
and property of corporations engaged In 
transportation by railroad In this state. I 
believe it has been the practice since the 
carnate days of tl.e commonwealth to cov­ 
er WT taxes derived from this source Into 
tho state revenue fund. 
I deem this a 
wise pl©*. and believe that it should not 
be de/dB*ed from 
There are several 
methods I * vogue for taxing this class of 
property in tho different states in the 
Union. One is on the basis of a valuation 
arrived at substantially in the same way 
at? other property is valued for taxation 
purposes. Tho other, and tho mode which 
has always prevailed In this state, is by 


railroads, as the earning 
« * 
property of that character *» f»«s^",rar*1y 
the dominating factor in 
its 
value for any purpose, as well us tot as* 
curtaining the share c f the public burd* n 
which should equitably and Justly be ad* 
signed to it. 
The total amount of taxes paid OTT the 
gross earnings of the railroads In this 
state for the year ending Dec. 31, TSO'?, 
was $1,127,950.24. 
The mileage is some­ 
thing over six thousand mile*. 
A valua­ 
tion of tho railroad property in tho state 
in the same proportion that other prop­ 
erty Is valued, would probably not fall 
below $10,(XX) per mile on an average. 
At 
this low valuation, a rate of taxation, the 
same as is Imposed on other property In 
the state, 24 mills on the dollar, would 
have brought $1,410,000 for tho current 
year. 
So it will be seen that our rate of 
taxation on railroad property on the basis 
of valuation is only about two-thirds that 
of the other property in th© state. 
You will also find upon investigation 
that our rate of taxation by percentage on 
the gross earnings is much below th© rate 
that prevails in our sister states, which 
ar© within the domain of the system* 
transacting most of the business lit our 
state. 
All of our railroads, with th© ex­ 
ception of possibly one, are interstate 
roads and are not operated with reference 
to state lines but as systems. 
The com­ 
panies do not keep separate accounts in 
each state. 
For the purpose of taxation 
they apportion the gross earnings of tho 
system among the several states through 
which they run in proportion to the mile­ 
age In each. 
This is the only practicable 
way and is approximately correct and 
fair. So far as our railroad traffic is con­ 
cerned, we ar© to att intent* and purposes 
one Jurisdiction with Northern Illinois 
Iowa and Wisconsin, and lo some extent 
with tho states west of us. 
This group 
of states are on the whole traversed and 
dominated by the same systems, and thd 
business of each system operating within 
the group Is treated as a unit. Our state 
Is therefore (aside from the need of rev­ 
enue) interested in seeing to it that it 
obtains substantially as largo a propor­ 
tion of the earnings of those companies 
for the support of its government and in­ 
stitutions as is taken by the other states 
in the group. 
If we do not insist upon 
this, we simply compel our people to help 
pay taxes in the other state. 
If our rail­ 
roads were confined in their business oper­ 
ations wholly within the boundaries of 
this state, the rate of taxation imposed 
would 
perhaps 
not 
be 
so 
material,, 
for 
a 
high 
rate 
of 
taxation 
would 
necessarily in the course of time, be 
reflected, in higher transportation rates; 


bo also a lower rate of taxation would 
have a tendency to produce lower trans­ 
portation rates, but inasmuch as we are 
part and parcel of the states referred to 
for transportation purposes, wo cannot In 
Justice to ourselves be governed by any 
such considerations, unless they are also 
heeded by other states in the group. 
Iowa and Illinois have already secured 
materially 
lower 
transportation 
rates 
(than we have. If we continue to also per­ 
mit them to exact higher rates of taxa­ 
tion from tho railroads which operate in 
those states, and in ours, than w© collect, 
manifest injustice will 
be done to our 
people. Tho maximum rate of gross earn­ 
ings tax in Illinois Is 7 per cent; in W is­ 
consin 4 per cent, in Iowa 4 per cent, in 
our own state 3 per cent. Th© average 
rate actually collected 
In 
the several 
states -is 2.8 per cent In Mlnensota, 8.5 
per cent In Wisconsin, 3.6 per cent In 
Iowa, 6 per cent in Illinois, as appears by 
the statement furnished (by the board of 
railroad and warehouse 
commissioners. 
(Tho average rate of gross earnings tax 
collected in til© three states named is 
over 4.3 per cent; more than one-third 
higher than tho 
rate 
imposed in this 
state. In other words, lf the railroads 
had been subjected to the sam** rate of 
taxation In this state as the av- rage of 
lh© rates in Iowa*, Wisconsin and Illinois. 
we would have received last year over 
$1,700,OOO, instead 
of 
something over 
11,100,000. This la a condition of affairs 
which neither the legisiaturo nor th© ex­ 
ecutive can ignore). 
I am also advised 
that notwithstanding tho fact that W is­ 
consin 
already collects a much larger 
tate than w© do, and on a ’ess volume of 
(business, the executive of that state will 
urgently recommend to th© legislature ax 
Hi© ensuing seaslon to increase the rate 
now in forcfe, to keep pac© with the in­ 
crease in th© rate of taxation upon other 
property in the state. 
That, also, la a 
feature that should not be lost sight of, 
for increased taxation and higher oivili- 
zaton go hand In hand. 
That some action 
be 
taken by your 
body upon this subject at this session Is 
imperatively necessary. 
This, for the 
reasons stated, as well as for the fact 
that the laws now in force are unequal 
and unjust in that they discriminate be­ 
tween tile different 
companies in the 
state. 
The Chicago 
Great Western railway, 
which is operating under an old territo­ 
rial charter Which fixed the rate of taxa­ 
tion at 2 per cent on the gross earnings, 
{has not accepted the provision* of the 
(“Stillwater act,” undo.* section I of chap­ 
ter II., of the General Law© of 1881, and 
S 
tierefore contends that it la liable to pay 
nly 2 per cent. As we have no general 
provision of law Imposing th© 3 per cent 
gross earnings tax, it is probably right in 
its contention, at least, it has prevailed 
(with th© 
state 
authorities up to this 
•time, and it is therefore 
imperatively 
Necessary that legislation should be en­ 
acted to cover this case. 
I ara fully aware that tho argument 
will bo used before you that it is unsafe 
to attempt any revision of the gross 
.earnings tax law in this state; that by 
so doing you will jeopardize the benefits 
that the state 
now 
derive© from that 
method of 
taxation. 
From the fact* 
stated, you may conclude that these ben 
(fits are not on the side of the state. It 
will also bo weld to bear in mind that the 
sam© argument was made In opposition 
to the Anderson bill. It should be at a 
discount by thl* time. 
There is no question but that the com 
panics will much prefer to pay a reason­ 
able gross earnings tax than to have their 
property and franchises taxed uuon a 
valuation. They have chosen that course 
In Wisconsin and other state©, though 
the rate as I have shown is much higher 
than the rat© that prevails here. But if 
It Is feared that any company might re 
©1st the payment of a higher gross car­ 
pings tax than 
is 
now levied on the 
ground that it la In violation of federal 
{law to impose a tax 
upon the income 
from interstate commerce, and as a pre­ 
caution, you can readily obviate this Alf 
Acuity by also 
enacting 
an alternativa 
mode of taxation, providing: That In the 
event that any railroad compony, subject 
to the payment of taxes In this state, 
shall refuse to adopt and abide by tho 
rates of taxation on gross earnings which 
you establish in commutation of other 
forms of taxation, then tho property and 
franchises of such corporation shall be 
tax<*d upon valuation the earn© as other 
property In the state, and at the average 
rate of taxtation in the state; thus h av­ 
ing it to tho corporations themselves to 
determine whether they Witt pay taxes 
bn a valuation, the same aa other prop­ 
erty In the sta t* or accept your gross 
earnings commutation plan In lieu of that 
form of taxation. You could go one step 
farther and authorize the companies to fix 
their own valuation with tho proviso that 
tho valuation so fixed should bo the valu­ 
ation and basis for determining transpor­ 
tation 
rates as well 
as for taxation. 
With such an alternativo before them, 
you need have no fears that they would 
reject any reasonable gross earnings rate. 
They understand, as well as every law 
yer in your body, that they cannot cscapa 
payment In one form or the other, and 
they will be glad to avail themselves of 
the g r a s earnings tax as the least bur­ 
densome. 
Otherwise, It means the more

What we can reasonably bop** for, and 
what w© should Insist upon attaining, is 
not necessarily a reduction in aggrvgnt© 
expenditures, but a system of manage­ 
ment and administration in all public af­ 
fairs that will give tho people the great­ 
est possible qtficloncy and the largest pos­ 
sible returns for tho money expended, 
This Is as true with reference to our 
schools as it la in regard to our correc­ 
tional and charitable Institutions. 
Ell ti oat I oft. 
The educational interests of the state 
have kept pac© with th© other factor* in 
its growth and development in a most 
gratifying degree, as appears by the re­ 
port of the superintendent of public in­ 
struction, which, with the recommenda­ 
tions therein contained, I commend to 
your attention. 
The cause of education 
ie so close to the heaYt of the patriotic 
Minnesotan, and has so continuously re­ 
ceived generous treatment at th© hands 
of our citizens, both in th© legislature 
and without, that It is not deemed neces­ 
sary for in© to specially solicit your con­ 
sideration for this subject, as I am sure 
that you ar© already determined to exert 
your every power and resource to extend 
its efficiency 
and 
benign 
influence. 
I 
would merely caution you that in all leg­ 
islation and appropriations for this sub­ 
ject, It is aa necessary, as It is in every 
other department, that your liberality be 
prudent, and that you look to the future 
a * well ae to the present. 
Our university lias continued to pros­ 
per. 
Ail the college© embraced in it are 
making laudable progress in th© extent 
and methods of their work. Its growth 
and Increase in attendance has been more 
rapid than It© most ©anguine friends an­ 
ticipated. 
The enrollment in the year 
1897-8 was 2,890, an lucres so of 432 over 
the previous yes*. 
This rapid growth 
will nctseesMat© new buildings, and ad­ 
ditional facilities. The report of th© presi­ 
dent adid of the board should receive your 
careful consideration. 
In addition to tho epee lift c recommenda­ 
tions submitted by the superintendent of 
public instruction, all o f, which merit 
the earnest consideration of both legis­ 
lature and executive, I would specially 
commend to your con sider© t ion the sub­ 
ject of preparing and publishing on state 
account the school books required In con 
nection with our free text book system. 
It seems to mo that 'there are many con­ 
siderations that will commend this sub 
Ject to your favorable action. First and 
foremost, on the score or economy. The 
prices exacted by the school book trust 
are simply exorbitant. The present ays 
tem with its well known practices and 
aJbusea is corruptive of public morals and 
destructive of that absolute confidence in 
the Integrity of school officers and teach­ 
ers that should prevail to give their work 
and word the greatest efficacy. The typo 
graphical and mechanical work incident 
^ 
to the publishLng of our own text books 
y til© state would bo In Itself a vrreat 
..elp to our labor. By the co-operation 
of the intelligent educators of th© state, 
ja system of text books for the primary 
and grammar grades, at least, could be 
(prepared at comparatively small expense, 
(that would be Indefinitely better adapted 
to our situation and our ©cholam than 
platter compiled In th© East or elsewhere 
outside the state*. 
State Institutions. 
It I© not deemed necessary to call your 
attention specifically to the reports of the 
various ©tate institutions. The manage­ 
ment of the state prison shows moot 
gratifying results. The net gain in ©am 
'ings over expenditures is a phenomenal 
showing, and there Is no reason to be­ 
lieve, so far as I am advised, 
that tbs 
poult 1km been obtained at tho sacrlflee 
of any obligation that society owes the 
unfortunate# 
in 
that institution. 
The 
binding twine industry, successfully Intro­ 
duced and carried on in that institution, 
at least mo for as production Is con­ 
cerned. has been as salutary ard bene­ 
ficial to the farming Interests as it has 
to tho prisoners In furnishing work, and 
to the state, as a means of revenue for 
their support. 
The output 
of 
binding 
twine for the past season was about Av# 
million pound©; the board estimate© the 
requirements of the whole state at about 
seventeen million pound©. 
It will thus 
be seen that there Ie ample room for 
th© expansion of this Industry, and I be­ 
lieve that It can now be safely and profit­ 
ably extended, and without the risking of 
loss incident to experiment in new under­ 
takings. 
W hat has been regarded, Just­ 
ly or unjustly, ss a scandal in connec­ 
tion with the sale of the product during 
the lost season should not prejudice your 
mind® against the Industry on that ac­ 
count. 
Under proper administration, and 
needed legislation for facilitating the sale 
and distribution of the product among 
the farmer©, such occurrences can read­ 
ily be averted In 'the future. 
I recom­ 
mend this subject to your careful atten­ 
tion. 
The state reformatory at St. Cloud is 
deserving of your attention in os great 
degree as any institution in the state. 
The superintendent*• recommendations in 
rosiert to providing employment for the 
population of that Institution and his 
suggestion as to the efficiency and cor­ 
rective influences of farm work arc.w ell 
worthy of your consideration. 
Th© need of the other correctional and 
Charitable Institutions are set out In the 
ewvTiil report©, and excerpt aa to tho hos­ 
pital for tho Insane will not bo farther 
cohinientfd upon. 
The problem of properly caring for the 
Insane has become so pressing that It

Hon, It Is my Judgment that whatever 
plan we adopt for the future, for the care 
of our Insane population, it is vital to the 
proper solution of th® problem that the 
expense should be borne Jointly by the 
•tate and by the county or municipality 
In which the patient was settled at the 
time of commitment, and I most earnest­ 
ly recommend that as a first step to the 
solution of the question Hi this state, ow 
law be so amended that each county, or 
municipality, be required to contribute 
to the stat© at the rate of $1.50 per week 
tow ard the care and maintenance a f all 
tiled patients committed from It. The 
salutary effect that such a law woald* 
have upon county anthorine® In making 
commitments cannot bo overestimated. 
Th© governor strongly disapproves of 
the present plan of keeping tho acutely 
insane and the chronic In the sam® insti­ 
tution. 
“ A human being." says the gov­ 
ernor, "cannot bo content without some 
moans of employment; 
as tho Instincts 
and cravings of tho mentally crippled in 
this regard arn tho same im those* of sane 
people, it seem® to me that the dictates 
of Interest and humanity alike will com­ 
pel you to abandon hospital extension In 
this rt^to upon present lines, and to 
adopt a method which will also utilize 
such elements of efficiency for produc­ 
tion and self-support as they posses*. As 
to what this plan should be the board of 
trustee* and the board of corrections and 
charities do not agree. The board of trus­ 
tees recommends what is termed th# “col­ 
ony system,” which could be inaugurated 
by erecting Inexpensive building* at both 
Anoka und Hastings. 
They say that the 
overcrowded condition of the other hos­ 
pitals could thus he relieved from time to1 
time by transferring to these Colonie*, 
which should be in charge of competent 
physicians whoso sole time should be do* 
voted to their care. They further suggest 
that In currying out this plan farms 
should be purchased within short dis­ 
tances from the present hospital*, 
to1 
which the chronic insane could bo trans 
ferred and cared for under th© same staff 
of officers who now conduct our hospitals, 
and that this latter method Is the best 
and* most economical that can be adopted. 
The board of correction* and charities, 
on tho other hand, recommend what I 
known as the “ Wisconsin plan’* to rellev 
the congested condition of our prosen 
hospitals and to provide a humane un 
economical method of caring for th*! 
chronic in»ane. Under It any county that 
may so elect should be authorized and 
empowered by tho legislature to et ret and 
furnish a suitable building or buildings 
for the maintenance and” care' of th* 
chronic Insane, under such restriction# 
and safeguards a* they point oui and sug­ 
gest, the state to pay the county 11.50 per 
week for each Inmate cared for. 
Both 
plan* have this in common: that they ere 
better calculated to place the chronic in­ 
sane under natural conditions and thus 
In a re their greater comfort and nappi- 
ness, and also that they will, though in a 
differing degree, utilize the productive ca­ 
pacity of the inmate* toward their self- 
support. 
As between tho two plan*, my Judgment 
hic* led me to favor the Wisconsin plan, 
and I recommend Its adoption without 
(hesitancy or reserve. 
Management o f S ta te Insulations. 
Another subject that will prominently 
be called to your attention by the able 
report of our state auditor Is the man­ 
agement of our state institutions. It pre­ 
sents the question whether we shall con­ 
tinue the present plan of a separate board 
for each institution, with a board of cor­ 
rections and charm©* to supervise and 
moderate their ac tions, or whether we 
•hall adopt the plan of one central board 
of control for the management of all the 
Institution®. Both plan© are In operation 
in our sister ®tates. 
A change for the mere wake of chang® 
or novelty is a dangerous experiment. It 
Is safer to be somewhat coneorvatlve. 
The institutions of the state are apt to be 
In the main the outgrowth, I might say, 
•volution, of peculiar local conditions that 
brought them Into existence. We have, 
of course, copied; but we have also differ­ 
entiated from the system in other state*. 
Our board of corrections and charities. 
while not peculiar to the state, has done 
and is doing exceedingly valuable work, 
and is exercising a wholesome control 
over the instltutiona I believe tlhat by 
strengthening 
its 
hands 
and

greater heed to its recommendations we 
will have the advantages of the best feat­ 
ures of both systems.

made capital,, through, organisation, nota 
a potent factor In society and In leglsla- 
tlon, It ha® be com# necessary that the In­ 
dividual citizen should be given more 
efficient mean* for hi* protection. Tho 
exclusively representative method I* no 
longer a safeguard as has been so prom­ 
inently demonstrated In the recent fran­ 
chise scandal* in one of our sister states. 
Instances of similar character, though not 
so flagrant, ur© not wanting In our his­ 
tory. The only remedy, it ®c©m* to me, 
against such abuses is to afford th * prop!* 
a constitutional method by which they 
can initiate needed reforms, by direct 
action, on the one hand, and exorcise th* 
veto power on questionable sr corrupt 
legislation on the other. This Involve* 
the Introduction of no new principles In 
our form of government. Them ar* no 
stronger reasons for trusting th* people 
to pass upon> men than upon measures. 
W e do not think mo In regard to constitu­ 
tional enactments, which I* legislation In 
It* highest and most important form. 
The people now Have the power to Initiate 
reform*, and legislation in the m atter of 
locating county seats, and bs some mu­ 
nicipal undertakings. 
Thl* power, with 
proper restrict ions a* to th * time and fre­ 
quency of it* exorcise, should be extended 
to other important quention*. By the pro­ 
visions of our constitution the people trow 
have tho veto power at the polls on any 
legislation by whloh it is proposed to 
chung© our present laws governing rail­ 
road taxation. We ar© therefore already 
committed to the principle involved In 
the second branch of th* question. The 
constitution could, and', In my judgment, 
should be no amended os to enable a 
minority in tho legislature by appropriate 
action to refer enactment#, st least such 
as extend corporate privileges or author­ 
ize the grunting of franchises, to a vote 
of tho peoplo before becoming operative. 
Th** IV*®* C ap itol, 
th e work on our n©w ca [Mol hun pro­ 
gressed am rapidly a * conditions permitted. 
rho exterior waffs arc built up to th* 
floor of lh© first story and th© Interior

The efficiency and 
good judgment with which th© commissi air. 
ha® carried on this imoortunt work, t* 
date, cannot foM to command your ap­ 
proval. A tax extending over a period of 
years has 
been levied 
to provide the 
money for its completion. Sound business 
principles dictate that the work should 
be carried forward as expeditiously as 
possible. 
Every delsy In the prosecution 
of a work of that character and magni­ 
tude mean* lees and expense. We should 
profit by the unfortunate experience of 
the State of New York in which the ap­ 
propriation bills of successive legislature*, 
hav© contained Items for carrying on th * 
work of construction, and for r< pairs to 
the older parts of their capitol building. 
To enable the commission to carry on th* 
work with the greatest economy and to 
th# best advantage, they should be given 
tho jK)w«r to anticipate the tax levy. Th* 
most economical way in which this can be 
done In my Judgment, is to authorize tho 
temporary us© of the (rust funds now In 
the hands of the state tor which the 
treasurer has not been able to find desira­ 
ble Investment. 
Any Interest which you 
might de*sn proper to allow for th * use of 
such fund# would In no sense be lost to 
the state. 
I cr n hardly think that a sa f*

Resume the Wolf Bounty. 


John James, of Daggett Brook, ap­ 
peared before the county comm is- 
sinner* at their meeting <>n Tuesday 
and suggested that the county re­ 
sume the payment of a bounty for 
the killing of wolves, or that some­ 
thing bi1 (lone t<» get rid of the pest. 
Mr. James said he had gone into the 
sheep raising business quito exten­ 
sively, having, in 1807, a flock of 
nearly 300 sheep. 
That .summer the 
wolves destroyed IM head of sheep, 
which used up all tin profit from Hie 
flock, so he has reduced the size of 
his Hock and keeps 
them closely 
about the house to protcet them from 
the wolves. 
Hi* and a great many 
of his neighbors desire to go quite 
extensively in the business if they 
could he protected against the wolf 
nuisance, as iii that cast* he says it 
would In* a thriving and profitable 
industry, as sheep keep well and 
hardy and thrive nicely In this 
climate and on this sandy soil. 
The 
commissioners were favorable im­ 
pressed by Mr. .Fames’ statement 
and thought something ought to be 
dom*, but hesitated to resume paying 
tin* wolf bounty, because, when this 
county was paying a Ixmnty citizens 
of surrounding counties where no 
bounties 
were 
paid 
brought in 
wolves* heads here and received the 
bounty, claiming the animals had 
been killed in Crow Wing comity* 
The commissioners instructed the 
auditor to correspond 
with the 
county authorities of Aitkin, Cass 
and Mille lilies counties (Morrison 
county is now paying a bounty) with 
a view of having all 
surrounding 
counties adopt, the bount y system, 
and lienee eaeli stand its share in rid­ 
ding tin* country of wolves. 
Only 
one third of the amount is paid by 
the counties and two thirds by the 
•tate. 
lf the resumption of the bounty 
system as proposed will rid the coun­ 
try of wolves so that tin* sheep indus­ 
try could bf generally extended it 
would Im* a most wise thing to do for 
the farmers of this enmity, for under 
the present high price of wool aud 
mutton, it would probably be the 
most profitable industry the farmers 
could engage in if sheep do well in 
this climate and on t Iii* soil, and Mr. 
James and others, who have tried, 
are most emphat ic in saying they 
will.

Resume the Wolf bounty. 
John James, of Daggett Brook, ap­ 
peared before the county commis­ 
sioners at their meeting on Tuesday 
and suggested that the county re­ 
sume the payment of a bounty for 
the killing of wolves, or that some­ 
thing be done to get rid of the pest. 
Mr. James suit! he had gone into the 
sheep raising business quite exten­ 
sively, having, in 1807, a flock of 
nearly HOO sheep. 
That summer the 
wolves destroyed 26 head of sheep, 
whieh used up all Hie profit from the 
flock, so ho has reduced the size of 
his flock and keeps 
them closely 
about the house to protect them from 
the wolves. 
He and a great many 
of his neighbors desire to go quite 
extensively in the business if they 
could lie protected against the wolf 
nuisance, as in that case he says it 
would be a thriving and profitable 
industry, as sheep keep well and 
hardy and thrive nicely in this 
climate and on this sandy soil. 
The 
commissioners were favorable im­ 
pressed by Mr. James’ statement 
and thought something ought to be 
done, but hesitated to resume paying 
the wolf bounty, because when this 
county was paying a bounty citizens 
of surrounding counties where no 
bounties 
were 
paid 
brought in 
wolves' heads here and received the 
bounty, claiming tho animals had 
been killed in Crow Wing county. 
The commissioners instructed the 
auditor to correspond 
with the 
county authorities of Aitkin, Cass 
and Mille Lacs counties (Morrison 
county is now paying a bounty) with 
a view of having all 
surrounding 
counties adopt tho bounty system, 
and hence each stand its share in rid­ 
ding the country of wolves. 
Only 
one third of tho amount is paid by 
the counties and two thirds by tho 
state. 
If the resumption of the bounty 
system as proposed will rid the coun­ 
try of wolves so that the sheep indus­ 
try could be generally extended it 
would be a most wise thing to do for 
the farmers of this county, for under 
the present high price of wend and 
mutton, it would probably be the 
most profitable industry the firmers 
could engage in if sheep do well in 
this climate and on this soil, and Mr. 
James and others, who have tried, 
are most emphatic in saying they 
will.

In Limousin there Is a barren range 
of low h 111k which lies along the divid­ 
ing lino between the departm ents of 
Dordogne, Correze and Haute-Vienne, 
about half way between Perigueux and 
Limoges, says Popular Science Month­ 
ly. 
The water courses show the loca­ 
tion of these uplands. 
They extend 
over an area about seventy-five miles 
long and half as wide, wherein average 
human misery is most profound. Dense 
ignorance prevails. 
There is more Il­ 
literacy than in any 
other part 
of 
I ranee. 
The contrast in stature,even 
with the low average of all the su r­ 
rounding region, Is clearly marked by 
tho dark tint. 
There are sporadic bits 
of equal diminutiveness elsewhere to 
the south and west, but none are so 
extended or so extreme. 
Two-thirds 
of the men are below five feet 
three 
inches in height, in some of the com ­ 
munes, and the women are three or 
more inches shorter even than 
this. 
One man in ten is below four 
feet 
eleven inches in stature. 
This is not 
due to race, for several racial types 
are equally stunted in this way within 
the same area. 
It is prim arily due to 
generations of subjection to a harsh 
climate, to a soil which is worthless 
for agriculture, to a steady diet 
of 
boiled chestnuts and stagnant water, 
and to unsanitary 
dwellings in 
the 
deep, narrow and damp valleys. 
Still 
further proof may be found to show 
that these people are not stunted ty 
any hereditary 
influence, for it has 
bee.! shown that children born here, 
but who m igrate and grow up else­ 
where. ar*' normal in height; while 
those born elsewhere, but who are sub­ 
ject to this environm ent during 
the 
growing period cf youth, are propor­ 
tionately dwarfed.

B* aupre, or Bo Peep, as he was called 
y his acquaintances, was a 
fortune- 
eiier and peddler of snakeskin charms, 
who traveled from camp to camp in 
winter selling his amulets and preying 
upon the credulity of his countrym en 
:*y pretending to reveal future events. 
F our years ago he was taken ill with 
pneumonia while staying at a camp on 
The Ea>t Branch and died inside of a 
week.• 


Before his death he expressed a wish 
to have his body taken to Montreal for 
burial pronouncing a 
fearful 
curse 
upon those who neglected to obey his 
last request. 
Among other catastro­ 
phes that were to follow a denial of his 
wish were the sudden death of the 
camp foreman, the loss of the y ea r’s 
cut of logs, and the burning of the 
(amp. 
He also said that lf he were 
burled in the woods a living cross 
would grow up from his grave which 
hould serve as a perpetual w arning to 
all unbelievers. 


Beaupre (lied in November, 1894. His 
I ody was sewed up in new blankets 
and carried to a rocky point above 
Grindstone, w h-re the bearers placed It 
under the roots of a great yellow birch 
tree which had lately been overturned 
in a gale. When the remains had been 
duly disposed in the stony opening one 
of the men chopped off the fallen tree 
trunk with an axe. allowing the stum p 
to fly back, thus filling the hole and 
burying the body under tons of erath. 


Two weeks later the camp boss was 
Killed by a fallen limb. 
The following 
spring the logs were hung up for want 
of water and while they were lying on 
‘he shore waiting for rains a forest fire 
wept through the woods, burning the 
logs and the camp where the men had 
worked. 
This autum n 
a 
party 
of 
Frenchmen who had been hunting deer 
topped at Bo Peep’s grave and were 
urprised to find that the yellow birch 
which covered his remains had sprout­ 
ed from the stump, sending up three 
hoots which had interlaced so as to 
form a cross about ten fe-t tall. When 
they saw th at the last of the dead 
m an’s predictions had been fulfilled 
They came out and circulated the story 
all over eastern Maine, since which 
time the grave has 
been 
visited 
by 
scores of French-Canadians, 
all 
of 
whom believe that a miracle has been 
wrought above the dead.

In Limousin there is a barren range 
of low hills which lies along t^e divid­ 
ing lino between the departments of 
Dordogne, Correze and Haute-Vienne, 
about half way between Perigueux and 
Limoges, says Popular Science Month­ 
ly. 
Tho water courses show* the loca­ 
tion of these uplands. 
They extend 
over an area about seventy-five miles 
long and half as wide, wherein average 
human misery Is most profound. Dense 
ignorance prevails. 
There is more il­ 
literacy than in any 
other part of 
France. 
The contrast in stature,even 
with the low average of all the sur­ 
rounding region, is clearly marked by 
the dark tint. 
There are sporadic bits 
of equal diminutiveness elsewhere to 
the south and west, but none are bo 
extended or so extreme. 
Two-thirds 
of the men are below five feet three 
inches In height, in some of the com­ 
munes, and the women are three or 
more inches shorter even than 
this. 
One man in ten is below four 
feet 
eleven inches in stature. 
This is not 
due to race, for several racial types 
are equally stunted in this way within 
the same area. 
It is primarily due to 
generations of subjection to a harsh 
climate, to a soil which is worthless 
for agriculture, to a steady diet of 
boiled chestnuts and stagnant water, 
and to unsanitary 
dwellings in 
the 
deep, narrow and damp valleys. 
Still 
further proof may be found to show 
that these people are not stunted by 
any hereditary 
influence, for it has 
heel shown that children born here, 
but who migrate and grow up else­ 
where, are normal in height; while 
those born elsewhere, but who are sub­ 
ject to this environment during the 
growing period of youth, are propor­ 
tionately dwarfed. 


Says a dispatch from Old Town, Me., 
to the New York Sun: Every French- 
Canadian resident of Maine believes 
that a miracle has 
been 
performed 
over the grave of Paul Beaupre, who 
•led and was buried in the woods above 
Grindstone 
Falls, 
four years 
ago. 
Beaupre, or Bo Peep, as he was called 
by his acquaintances, was a fortune­ 
teller and peddler of snakeskin charms, 
who traveled from camp to camp in 
winter selling his amulets and preying 
upon the credulity of his countrymen 
by pretending to reveal future events. 
Four years ago he was taken ill with 
pneumonia while staying at a camp on 
the East Branch and died inside of a 
week.rn 


Before his death he expressed a wish 
to have his body taken to Montreal for 
burial, pronouncing a 
fearful 
curse 
upon those who neglected to obey his 
last request. 
Among other catastro­ 
phes that were to follow a denial of his 
wish were the sudden death of the 
tamp foreman, the loss of the year’s 
cut of logs, and the burning of the 
carap. 
He also said that if he were 
buried in the woods a living cross 
would grow up from his grave which 
should serve as a perpetual warning to 
all unbelievers. 


Beaupre died in November, 1894. His 
body was sewed up in new blankets 
and carried to a rocky point above 
Grindstone, where the bearers placed it 
under the roots of a great yellow birch 
tree which had lately been overturned 
in a gale. When the remains had been 
duly disposed in the stony opening one 
of the men chopped off the fallen tree 
trunk with an axe, allowing the stump 
to fly back, thus filling the hole and 
burying the body under tons of erath. 


Two weeks later the camp boss was 
killed by a fallen limb. The following 
spring the logs were hung up for want 
of water and while they were lying on 
Tie shore waiting for rains a forest fire 
swept through the w*oods, burning the 
logs and the camp where the men had 
worked. 
This autumn 
a 
party 
of 
Frenchmen who had been hunting deer 
topped at Bo Peep’s grave and were 
surprised to find that the yellow birch 
which covered his remains had sprout­ 
ed from the stump, sending up three 
•hoots which had interlaced so as to 
form a cross about ten feet tall. When 
they saw that the last of the dead 
man’s predictions had been fulfilled 
they came out and circulated the story 
all over eastern Maine, since which 
time the grave has been visited 
by 
scores of French-Canadians, 
all 
of 
whom believe that a miracle has been 
wrought above the dead.

Observation shows that a large ma­ 
jority of farmers have not yet learned 
to take advantage of this job, which is 
one of the hardest and most disagree­ 
able on the farm, says a contributor 
to the “Michigan Farmer.” 
The common practice is to rig up a 


I single wagon and team, drive In and 
load up, then drive to the field and 
spread the manure from the wagon. 
When managed in this way the team 
is standing idle over half the time, 
stamping the 
barnyard 
into holes, 
when it would be more comfortable 
on the move. 
The men spend nearly 
half the time riding to and from the 
field. 
It is next to impossible to do even 
a passably good job of spread^ig ma­ 
nure by ntanding 
n the wagon and 
throwing off bunches here and there 
without being properly shaken apart. 
This whole job becomes tedious and 
irksome and is very likely to be slight­ 
ed from first to last, which will tell 
on the next crop. 
Several hired men who have helped 
me with this work have told me that 
by our plan we could move out moro 
manure for the time and money spent 
than by any other way they had ever 
seen tried. 
We want nothing but a 
good strong, willing man to help with 
this. 
One team and two wagons are 
always used. 
Every passageway into 
the manure lot is thrown open. so we 
can pass in or out in almost any di­ 
rection. 
While the team is gone to tho 
field to unload one wagon the man is 
loading up the other, 
(’are is always 
taken to drive the empty wagon where 
the load can be put on with the least 
work. 
„ 
But it is in the field that the really 
skillful work is required. 
We never 
attempt to spread from the wagon. I he 
side-board on one side is taken out 
and the manure pulled off In piles with 
a manure hook. 
We use boards ten 
feet long, with side-boards about two 
feet wide, and the manure is piled up 
on these as long as it will lie on. Each 
load is divided into six equal parts and 
dumped in conical piles, in straight 
rows twenty-five feet apart each way. 
When the manure is in condition for 
rapid work, we get about twenty-five 
loads per day. 
When it is fine and 
tramped 
solid, eighteen 
or 
twenty 
loads will make a day’s work. 
When put on at the rate mentioned 
above it requires about twelve loads 
to cover an acre. 
We practice a four- 
year rotation, consisting 
of 
dover, 
corn, oats and wheat. 
I have tried for 
years to figure down 
this 
manure 
spreading pretty fine. 
I have found 
that by working all the oats and w’heat 
straw from half of our cultivated land 
into manure, by feeding all the corn 
fodder and about n l the clover hay 
from the other half, and by carefully 
saving and applying all the manure, 
we have Just about enough to cover 
all our corn ground each year, or all 
the plow land once in four years. When 
the season is such that the straw and 
litter is pretty well rotted down, we 
have to spread a little thinner than 
here described in order to make 
it 
reach. 


S o li A iln p teil to S tr a w b er r ie s. 
II. E. McKay says: 
A few growers 
fully understand this fact, but many, 
apparently intelligent, seem not to un­ 
derstand how great these differences 
really are, and are disappointed when 
they fail to do as well as others. 
Too 
little has been said by many writers on 
the strawberry, about the soils best 
suited to the health and growth of the 
plant, and the perfection and beauty 
of the fruit. 
The wonderful ease and 
facility with which the berry adapts 
itself to different soils and latitudes, 
coupled with the fact that even in an 
imperfect condition it is satisfactory in 
appearance and taste to most persons, 
may in part be the cause of this over­ 
sight. 
We do not agree with the gen­ 
erally received opinion, as taught by 
many writers, that a sandy loam gives 
either the largest yield or finest fruit. 
Possibly in the North and West such 
may be true, but in the south our larg­ 
est yields and finest berries are ob­ 
tained from a clay loam. 
While it is 
true that berries grown on a sandy 
loam are often as large and apparently 
as firm and well colored as on a clay 
loam, it is equally true that they are 
deficient in that solidity, strength of 
color and general make-up that the 
same varieties possess grown on the 
clay loam. 
All the acts, so far as we 
have been able to gather them, point 
to the general conclusion that, all other 
things being equal, the strength, beau­ 
ty and perfection of the berry is dimin­ 
ished in proportion as free sand exists 
in the soil; not that any of our good 
land is without sand, but we use the 
term free sand where it readily sep­ 
arates and can be seen in the branches 
and little gullies.

rioty of substances have been recom­ 
mended to kill the borers in the trees, 
but up to the present time only a few 
have given satisfaction. 
For the bene­ 
fit of those who have not had experi­ 
ence with this borer it may be neces­ 
sary to state that it is of no avail what­ 
ever to Inject kerosene or any other in­ 
secticide into tho round holes made by 
the beetles in their escape from the 
trees. 
A correspondent of this divi- 
sion, Mr. T. It. Ashton, who has had 
many years’ experience with this bor­ 
er, states that there is no better way of 
effectually putting a stop to the depre­ 
dations of this and similar borers than 
in the use of kerosene applied freely 
wherever the castings of the larvae are 
to be seen protruding through tho bark. 
The kerosene is absorbed by the cast­ 
ings and, carried by capillary a t t r a c ­ 
tion, permeates 
the 
entire 
burro a 
where it comes in contact with the 
larva, which 
soon 
succumbs. 
The 
amount of kerosene which It is neces­ 
sary to use is so small that it does not 
endanger the health of the tree. 
Clean 
cultural 
methods. 
Finally, 
clean culture, the best preventive for 
insect injury of whatever kind, should 
not be neglected. 
The nursery should 
not bo started in new localities where 
crabs, thorns, June-berry, and 
other 
wild food plants of this species grow 
in groat profusion nor in the vicinity 
of neglected orchards, nor should rank 
growths of weeds, grasses, bushes, and 
briars 
be 
permitted 
to 
accumulate 
about the trunks of the trees. 
When a 
tree is seen to be injured beyond re­ 
covery it should be taken out and de­ 
stroyed by burning before the follov/- 
ing spring, that the larvae which it 
contains may not have an opportunity 
to develop and reinfect healthy growth. 


M ow ing A lfa lfa * 
C. H. Sessions, in an address to Cal­ 
ifornia dairymen, said: 
There is a great variety of opinion as 
to best time of seeding. We have sowed 
at all times from November or Decem­ 
ber to April and have had good and 
poor success. 
It depends on the sea­ 
son, and nothing can be told of them 
beforehand. I think it best to sow ear­ 
ly, say after a good rain, as soon as 
the ground has become dry enough to 
work easily, and then, if from frosts or 
scanty early rains the stand is a fail­ 
ure, there is plenty of time to prepare 
the ground and put in another crop, 
hoping there will be plenty of late 
rains to give it a start. 
There is no 
danger from frosts after the third 
leaves have started. 
Some claim that 
ten to fifteen pounds of seed to Hie acre 
is sufficient, but we prefer twenty-five 
to thirty pounds. 
If it all grew the 
small amount would be all right, but 
conditions are so liable to prevent all 
from growing that I prefer to pay a 
little more money for seed and Insure 
a good stand. 
If the stand is thin it 
Is not tho easiest thing to thicken ll 
up successfully, but if the seed come 
up too thick it is a "survival of the 
fittest,” and the 
weaker 
stalks 
are 
killed out leaving a good, thick and 
even stand, which makes the best qual­ 
ity of hay. 
Sowing Alfalfa with Wheat.—For a 
nurse crop in starting alfalfa nothing 
is better than a very light crop of 
wheat, say thirty-five pounds seed per 
acre. 
If a greater amount of seed is 
used, the wheat will come up so thick 
as to smother the alfalfa, or if it grows 
it will be so tender that as soon as the 
wheat is cut it will wither and die. 
If the wheat should be too thick it 
must not be left until grown enough 
for hay, but cut and removed earlier. 
Some prefer nothing but weeds for pro­ 
tection, but it will cost no more to 
grow a light crop of wheat, and what is 
taken off will ba good feed while the 
weeds will have to be thrown away. 


K U lln g I,lie A p h l* . 
A horticulturist speaking at an Illi­ 
nois meeting said: 
“ I think we have 
solved the question in Southern Illinois. 
We remove the earth round the trees 
for a distance of three feet from the 
trees and to a depth of three inches. 
On the roots thus laid bare we sprinkle 
powdered tobacco. 
The earth is then 
put back, and when the rains come the 
tobacco is washed down onto the roots 
and the aphis are killed. 
I think it a 
great thing; it takes very little tobac­ 
co. 
You can always tell when a tree 
is infested by the woolly aphis by tho 
roots growing in knots and being cov­ 
ered with mildew. 
The aphis is very 
easily killed. 
It is a good Idea for a 
man when setting a tree to dip tho 
roots in a mild solution of soap suds.” 


D estro y in g : R o u n d -H e a d e d H arem . 
F. H. Chittenden, Assistant Entomol­ 
ogist of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, gives the following advice on the 
destruction of the round-headed apple 
tree borer: 
Destroying the adult Insects.—-The 
mature beetles are shy, and so seldom 
seen on this account, that it is doubt­ 
ful if any method of destroying them ’8 
feasible. 
They are attracted to lights 
at night to some extent, and some meet 
their end in this way.

the morning, immediately after day­ 
break, the beetles may be found upon 
the trees, if sought for in their season, 
and may then be beaten off into an in­

Fresh Eggs In

eggs, which are bought by a different 
class of customers, and it is doubtful 
if it really pays to lime the eggs ex­ 
cept in the extreme west, or in those 
Bections where eggs in the summer are 
very cheap and plentiful. 
In the east 
there is always a ready sale for fresh 
eggs.—Ex. 


Poison Ivy.—Poison ivy (Rhus toxi­ 
codendron) is known also 
as three­ 
leaved ivy and In some localities as 
poison oak. 
In growth it much re­ 
sembles the harmless Virginia creeper 
or American ivy (Ampelopsis quinque- 
folia). 
To avoid mistaking one for the 
other, remember that the poison ivy 
has but three leaflets on a stem, while 
the Virgina creeper has five. 
Children 
distinguish them as "three-leaved ivy” 
and “five-leaved ivy.” 
The poison ivy 
bears clusters of small smooth berries, 
greenish white when ripe.

Tn a pamphlet on tho “Histoy of th« 
Galloways,” Col. I). McCrae says: 
Galloways are a hardy hornless breed 
of beef cattle, which take t h e ir names 
from an old district In the Mouth w est 
of Scotland. 
Near the sea, and along 
the valleys of the rivers are many glens 
of rich fertile land. 
On 
th e 
higher 
ground the surface is more undulating 
and irregular 
with 
numerous 
small 
lakes, wide stretches of mossy moor­ 
land, rocky billa, 
and high 
heathery 
mountains. 
The climate is mild and 
moist, and while cattle usually have 
winter shelter provided, 
they 
some­ 
times winter well without 
any, 
and 
sheep are out all the year. In the days 
of tho Romans it contained dense for­ 
ests. largely of oak, and many traces of 
tile Roman occupation may still 
do 
seen. 
The forests have disappeared, 
but there is still in many sections con­ 
siderable wooded shelter. 
Much has been written about the or­ 
igin of our modern breeds of cattle. The 
Romans when they came into Britain 
found the great 
Bot I’rus roaming 
through tin* forest. 
Caesar, says this 
animal resembled the domestic cattle, 
but In size was more like an elephant, 
and exceeding wild and fierce, with im­ 
mense horns. Professor Low says their 
skeleton indicates an animal “nearly 
three times the bulk of the oxen of the 
present time.”

to show that our modern breeds art de­ 
scended from this savage wild ox, but 
the bulk of opinion seems to be against 
this supposition. 
Youatt In his work 
on the cattle of (Irent Britain saya: 
I here appears to be the remnants if 
two distinct breeds of aboriginal cattle, 
one in the parks of Chillingliatn, In 
Northumberland; the other ut Chatel- 
bemolt in Lanarkshire, 
The first are 
middle-horned, and the second are poll­ 
ed. 
In continuation of the first we 
have the Devon, the Hereford, the Sus­ 
sex, and tile Highland cattle. 
The 
others would appear to survive in the 
Galloways, the Angus humlles, the Suf- 
folks and the Norfolks,” 
This may be 
a feasible supposition, but It is Just as 
likely that these wild cattle are the de­ 
scendants of tho domestic animals es- 
eaped into the forest, ami become wild 
there. 
You ait says: 
“ In the compara­ 
tive roving and uncertain life which 
our earlier and 
later ancestors led, 
these cattle would sometimes stray and 
be lost. 
Tho country was then over­ 
grown with forests, and the beasts be­ 
took themselves to the recesses of the 
Woods, became wild, and sometimes fe­ 
rocious. 
They, by degrees, grew so 
numerous, as to be dangerous to tho 
inhabitants of the neighboring district, 
As civilization advanced* and the for­ 
ests became thinned 
and 
contracted, 
these animals were seldom seen, and at 
length almost disappeared. 
They arc 
still to be found in a few parks.” 
In­ 
stead of attempting to domesticate the 
buffalo we have brought with us tho 
breeds of cattle used by our forefathers 
in Europe. 
Tho buffalo is readily tam­ 
ed and has been more than once used 
as the ox in the plow. 
To judge by the 
historical accounts lie 1r a meek and 
mild animal compared with the ancient 
Urns. 
When the white man came to 
America the horse was unknown, now 
there are many hands of wild horses de­ 
scended from those escaped from set­ 
tlers both in North and South America. 
The most likely theory is that our mod­ 
ern breeds of cattle are descended from 
the domestic cattle brought into Eu­ 
rope by the early settlers. 
The Scots 
are said to have come across Europe 
and through 
Ireland 
Into 
Scotland, 
from Scythia, and it is a singular fact 
that Heroditus, 
the historian, 
who 
wrote about B. C, 400, says: 
In Scy­ 
thia “the oxen have no horns,” 
It Is 
therefore probable that the Galloways 
are the direct descendants of the <w<' 
Scythian breed of polled cattle. 


N a t i o n a l I i m p e d Ion o f M e l t . 
The inspe ction of meat for interstate 
commerce is, by direction of Congress, 
conducted by the Bureau of Animal In­ 
dustry. 
It was instituted in 1891, and 
now there are 128 abattoirs in 33 cities 
where tho Bureau inspects all meat 
slaughtered. 
The number of live ani­ 
mals inspected In 1*87 was as follows: 
Cattle, 
8,250,025; 
sheep, 
8,044,365; 
calves, 448,983; hogs, 25,588,744; total, 
42,310,107. 
Of 
these 
the 
following 
numbers were rejected: 
Cattle, 25,140; 
sheep, 11,260; calves, 2,653; hogs, 53,114; 
total condemned, 92,304. 
This last to­ 
tal does not show' a large percentage 
of diseased animala In this country, but 
it is unpleasant to think that, without 
government inspection, many of them 
would find their way into the butcher’s 
block; some would be condemned by 
state or municipal inspectors. 
in ad­ 
dition to the above figures, there were 
post-mortem inspections of 
26,580,689 
pnimals, and 19,29 / parts of carcasses 
we re condemned. 
Besides, there were 
killed by city inspectors 
641 
cattle, 
i,527 sheep, 40 calves, and 2,081 hogs 
that had been rejected in the stock 
yards by the officers of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry.

WHEAT 


G e ttin g O a t M an u re . 
Observation shows that a large ma­ 
jority of farmers have not yet learned 
to take advantage of this job, which Is 
one of the hardest and most disagree­ 
able on the farm, Bays a contributor 
to the “Michigan Farmer." 
The common practice Is to rig up a 
single wagon and team, drive In and 
load up, then drive ^to the field and 
spread the manure from the wagon. 
When managed in this way the team 
Is standing idle over half the time, 
stamping the 
barnyard 
into holes, 
when it would be more comfortable 
on the move. 
The men spend nearly 
half the time riding to and from the 
field. 
It Is next to Impossible to do even 
a passably good Job of spread^jig ma­ 
nure by standing rn the wagon and 
throwing off bunches here and there 
without being properly shaken apart. 
This whole job becomes tedious and 
irksome and is very likely to be slight­ 
ed from first to last, which will tell 
on the next crop. 
Several hired men who have helped 
me with this work have told me that 
by our plan we could move out more 
manure for the time and money spent 
than by any other way they had ever 
seen tried. We want nothing but a 
good strong, willing man to help with 
this. 
One team and two wagons are 
always used. 
Every passageway into 
the manure lot is thrown open, so we 
can pass in or out in almost any di­ 
rection. While the team is gone to the 
field to unload one wagon the man is 
loading up the other. Care is always 
taken to drive the empty wagon where 
the load can be put on with the least 
work. 
But It is In the field that the really 
skillful work Is required. 
We never 
attempt to spread from the wagon. The 
slde-board on one side Is taken out 
and the manure pulled off in piles with 
a manure hook. We use boards ten 
feet long, with side-boards about two 
feet wide, and the manure Is piled up 
on these as long as it will lie on. Each 
load Is divided into six equal parts and 
dumped in conical piles, In straight 
rows twenty-five feet apart each way. 
When the manure is in condition for 
rapid work, we get about twenty-five 
loads per day. When It is fine and 
tramped 
solid, eighteen or 
twenty 
loads will make a day’s work. 
When put on at the rate mentioned 
above it requires about twelve loads 
to cover an acre. We practice a four- 
year rotation, consisting 
of 
clover, 
corn, oats and wheat. I have tried for 
years to figure down 
this 
manure 
spreading pretty fine. 
I have found 
that by working all the oats and wheat 
straw from half of our cultivated land 
into manure, by feeding all the corn 
fodder and about Til the clover hay 
from the other half, and by carefully 
saving and applying all the manure, 
we have Just about enough to cover 
all our corn ground each year, or all 
the plow land once in four years. When 
the season is such that the straw and 
litter 1b pretty well rotted down, we 
have to spread a little thinner than 
here described in order to make it 
reach. 


rlety of substances have been recom­ 
mended to kill the borers In the trees, 
but up to the present time only a few 
have given satisfaction. For the bene­ 
fit of those who have not had experi­ 
ence with this borer it may be neces­ 
sary to state that it is of no avail what­ 
ever to inject kerosene or any other in­ 
secticide into the round holes made by 
the beetles in their escape from the 
trees. A correspondent of this divi­ 
sion, Mr. T. B. Ashton, who has had 
many years’ experience with this bor­ 
er, states that there Is no better way of 
effectually putting a stop to the depre­ 
dations of this and similar borers than 
In the use of kerosene applied freely 
wherever the castings of the larvae are 
to be seen protruding through the bark. 
The kerosene is absorbed by the cast­ 
ings and, carried by capillary attrac­ 
tion, permeates the 
entire 
burrow 
where it comes in contact with the 
larva, which 
soon succumbs. 
The 
amount of kerosene which It is neces­ 
sary to use is so small that It does not 
endanger the health of the tree. 
Clean cultural methods. — Finally, 
clean culture, the best preventive for 
insect injury of whatever kind, should 
not be neglected. The nursery should 
not be started in new localities where 
crabs, thorns, June-berry, and other 
wild food plants of this species grow 
in great profusion nor in the vicinity 
of neglected orchards, nor should rank 
growths of weeds, grasses, bushes, and 
briars be permitted to accumulate 
about the trunks of the trees. When a 
tree is seen to be injured beyond re­ 
covery it should be taken out and de­ 
stroyed by burning before the follov/- 
ing spring, that the larvae which it 
contains may not have an opportunity 
to develop and reinfest healthy growth.

H. E. McKay says: A few growers 
fully understand this fact, but many, 
apparently Intelligent, seem not to un­ 
derstand how great these differences 
really are, and are disappointed when 
they fail to do as well as others. Too 
little has been said by many writers on 
the strawberry, about the soils best 
suited to the health and growth of the 
plant, and the perfection and beauty 
of the fruit. The wonderful ease and 
facility with which the berry adapts 
itself to different soils and latitudes, 
coupled with the fact that even In an 
Imperfect condition It Is satisfactory in 
appearance and taste to most persons, 
may In part be the cause of this over­ 
sight We do not agree with the gen­ 
erally received opinion, as taught by 
many writers, that a sandy loam gives 
either the largest yield or finest fruit. 
Possibly in the North and West such 
may be true, but in the south our larg­ 
est yields and finest berries are ob­ 
tained from a clay loam. While it is 
true that berries grown on a sandy 
loam are often as large and apparently 
as firm and well colored as on a clay 
loam, it is equally true that they are 
deficient In that solidity, strength of 
color and general make-up that the 
same varieties possess grown on the 
clay loam. All the 'acts, so far as we 
have been able to gather them, point 
to the general conclusion that, all other 
things being equal, the strength, beau­ 
ty and perfection of the berry la dimin­ 
ished in proportion as free sand exists 
In the soil; not that any of our good 
land Is without sand, but we use the 
term free sand where it readily sep­ 
arates and can be seen in the branches 
and little gullies. 


S o w ln # A lfa lfa * 
C. H. Sessions, In an address to Cal 
ifornla dairymen, said: 
There is a great variety of opinion as 
to best time of seeding. We have sowed 
at all times from November or Decem­ 
ber to April and have had good and 
poor success. 
It depends on the sea 
son, and nothing can be told of them 
beforehand. I think it best to sow ear­ 
ly, say after a good rain, as soon as 
the ground has become dry enough to 
work easily, and then, if from frosts or 
scanty early rains the stand is a fall 
ure, there is plenty of time to prepare 
the ground and put in another crop 
hoping there will be plenty of late 
rains to give it a start. There is no 
danger from frosts after the third 
leaves have started. Some claim that 
ten to fifteen pounds of seed to the acre 
is sufficient, but we prefer twenty-five 
to thirty pounds. 
If it all grew the 
small amount would be all right, but 
conditions are so liable to prevent all 
from growing that I prefer to pay a 
little more money for seed and Insure 
a good stand. If the stand is thin it 
is not the easiest thing to thicken It 
up successfully, but if the seed come 
up too thick It is a “survival of the 
fittest,” and the weaker stalks 
are 
killed out leaving a good, thick and 
even stand, which makes the best qual­ 
ity of hay. 
Sowing Alfalfa with Wheat.—For a 
nurse crop in starting alfalfa nothing 
is better than a very light crop of 
wheat, say thirty-five pounds seed per 
acre. 
If a greater amount of seed is 
used, the wheat will come up so thick 
as to smother the alfalfa, or if it grows 
it will be so tender that as soon as the 
wheat is cut it will wither and die 
lf the wheat should be too thick it 
must not be left until grown enough 
for hay, but cut and removed earlier 
Some prefer nothing but weeds for pro­ 
tection, but it will cost no more to 
grow a light crop of wheat, and what is 
taken off will ba good feed while the 
weeds will have to be thrown away.

A horticulturist speaking at an Illi­ 
nois meeting said: 
“I think we havo 
solved the question in Southern Illinois. 
We remove the earth round the trees 
for a distance of three feet from the 
trees and to a depth of three inches 
On the roots thus laid bare we sprinkle 
powdered tobacco. The earth is then 
put back, and when the rains come the 
tobacco is washed down onto the roots 
and the aphis are killed. I think it a 
great thing; it takes very little tobac­ 
co. You can always tell when a tree 
is infested by the woolly aphis by tho 
roots growing in knots and being cov­ 
ered with mildew. The aphis is very 
easily killed. It is a good idea for a 
man when setting a tree to dip tho 
roots in a mild solution of soap suds.” 


O r ig in o f th o U s llo w s /s . 
In a pamphlet on the ’’Hlstoy of the 
Gallowajra,” Col. D. McCrae says: 
Galloways are a hardy hornless breed 
of beef cattle, which take their names 
from an old district in the southwest 
of Scotland. Near the sea, and along 
the valleys of the rivers are many glens 
of rich fertile land. On 
the higher 
ground the surface is more undulating 
and irregular with numerous small 
lakes, wide stretches of mossy moor­ 
land, rocky bills, and high heathery 
mountains. The climate Is mild and 
moist, and while cattle usually have 
winter shelter provided, they some­ 
times winter well without any, and 
sheep are out all the year. In the days 
of the Romans it contained dense for­ 
ests, largely of oak, and many traces of 
the Roman occupation may still 
do 
seen. 
The forests have disappeared, 
but there is still in many sections con­ 
siderable wooded shelter. 
Much has been written about the or­ 
igin of our modern breeds of cattle. The 
Romans when they came into Britain 
found the groat 
Bos Urns roaming 
through the forest. Caesar, says this 
animal resembled the domestic cattle, 
but in size was more like an elephant, 
and exceeding wild and fierce, with im­ 
mense horns. Professor Low says thtdr 
skeleton indicates an animal “nearly 
three times the bulk of the oxen of tho 
present time.” Much has been written 
to show that our modern breeds are de­ 
scended from this savage wild ox, but 
the bulk of opinion seems to be against 
this supposition. Youatt In his work 
on the cattle of Great Britain says: 
“There appears to be the remnants of 
two distinct breeds of aboriginal cattle, 
one in the parks of Chillingham, in 
Northumberland; the other at Chatel- 
herault in Lanarkshire. The first are 
middle-horned, and the second are poll­ 
ed. In continuation of the first we 
have the Devon, the Hereford, the Sus­ 
sex, and the Highland cattle. 
The 
others would appear to survive in the 
Galloways, the Angus humlies, the Suf- 
folks and the Norfolks.” This may be 
a feasible supposition, but it is Just as 
likely that these wild cattle are the de­ 
scendants of tho domestic animals es­ 
caped into the forest, and become wild 
there. Youatt says: “In the compara 
tive roving and uncertain life which 
our earlier and 
later ancestors led, 
these cattle would sometimes stray and 
be lost. The country was then over­ 
grown with forests, and the beasts be 
took themselves to the recesses of the 
woods, became wild, and sometimes fe 
rocious. 
They, by degrees, grew so 
numerous, as to be dangerous to the 
inhabitants of the neighboring district. 
As civilization advanced, and the for­ 
ests became thinned and contracted, 
these animals were seldom seen, and at 
length almost disappeared. They arc 
still to be found in a few parks.” In­ 
stead of attempting to domesticate the 
buffalo we have brought with us the 
breeds of cattle used by our forefathers 
in Europe. The buffalo is readily tam 
cd and has been more than once used 
as the ox in the plow. To judge by the 
historical accounts he is a meek and 
mild animal compared with the ancient 
Urns. 
When the white man came to 
America the horse was unknown, now 
there are many bands of wild horses de 
scended from those escaped from set 
tiers both in North and South America. 
The most likely theory is that our mod­ 
ern breeds of cattle are descended from 
the domestic cattle brought into Eu­ 
rope by the early settlers. The Scots 
are said to have come across Europe 
and through 
Ireland into Scotland, 
from Scythia, aud it is a singular fact 
that Heroditus, 
the historian, 
who 
wrote about B. C. 400, says: 
In Scy­ 
thia "the oxen have no horns.” It is 
therefore probable that the Galloways 
are the direct descendants of the un* 
Scythian breed of polled cattle.

comments on the report of the United 
Empire trade league on the capacity of 
Canada as a granary for Britain. The 
report refers to Manitoba as follows: 
Manitoba bas an area of forty-seven 
million acres. Deducting ten million 
for lakes, rivers, town sites and waste 
land, 37,000,090 acres are left for farm 
cultivation or homes for 116,000 famil­ 
ies on 320 acres each, and os up to now 
there are only 27,000 farmers there al­ 
together, that leaves room In one prov­ 
ince for 80,003 more wheat growers. 
Supposing, then, we got them there 
and each one of them out of his 320 
acres grew on an average IOO acres at 
20 bushels to the acre; if you figure it 
up you will find it Is quite possible for 
Manitoba alone to supply us with all 
the wheat we require from abroad. It 
is only a question of money and com­ 
paratively speaking not money either. 
The cost of one first-class battleship 
(about £750,000) would put 6,000 fam­ 
ilies onto farms in tho Northwest, al­ 
lowing £150 to each to find them in 
Implements, seeds, horses, etc., 
and 
would keep them until their first crop 
was harvested. 
Five thousand farm­ 
ers, averaging IOO acres of wheat each 
at 20 bushels to the acre, means an 
extra 10.000,000 bushels, for 
if that 
scheme is not liked Britain would put 
a duty on foreign wheat. 
In addition 
to the wheat lands of Manitoba there 
are the millions of acres in Asslniboia, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. 


N a tio n a l In s p e c tio n o f M eat. 
The inspection of meat for interstate 
commerce is, by direction of Congress, 
conducted by the Bureau of Animal In­ 
dustry. 
It was inwtituted in 1891, and 
now there are 128 abattoirs in 33 cities 
where the Bureau inspects all meat 
slaughtered. 
The number of live ani­ 
mals inspected In 1897 was as follows: 
Cattle, 
8,250,025; 
sheep, 
8,044,365; 
calves, 448,983; hogs, 25,566,744; total, 
42,310,107. 
Of 
these 
the 
following 
numbers were rejected: Cattle, 25,146; 
sheep, 11,260; calves, 2.653; hogs, 53,114; 
total condemned, 92,304. 
This last to­ 
tal does not show a large percentage 
of diseased animals in this country, but 
it is unpleasant to think that, without 
government Inspection, many of them 
would find their way into the butcher’s 
block; some would be condemned by 
stat* or municipal inspectors, 
in ad­ 
dition to the above figures, there were 
post-mortem inspections of 26,580,689 
animals, and 49,295 parts of carcasses 
were condemned. 
UeKides, there were 
killed by city inspectors 641 
cattle, 
*,527 sheep, 40 calves, and 2,081 hogs 
that had been rejected in the stock 
yards by the officers of the Bureau ot 
Animal Industry. 


Angle of a Horse’s Foot.—By the 
angle of a horse’s foot Is meant the 
angle formed by the wall and the 
ground surface of the foot at the center 
of the toe. 
In order to get the feet 
alike in shoeing trotters horseshoers 
usually measure the length of the toe 
and the height of the heel from the 
coronet to the bottom of the wall. It 
is well to remember that 
different 
horses may have toes and heels of the 
same length and height, and yet the 
angle of the foot may be different In 
each case. A study of a picture of the 
bones of the leg will show Just what is 
meant by a straight line striking the 
center of the pastern and coffin joints. 
It means when a straight line will pass 
through the center of both position 
bones and the coffin bone.—Horse Re­ 
view.
